This is tho last 
saryiwing rei;G Of »h 0 jjurustdc Army bill 
and was intended, when it was planned, to 
reduce the number of officers iu the army 
by oue-third, to prevent there being u sur- 
plus of subalterns. 
But ns the Uurusitlo 


bill did not pass, and the number of ofiicers 
has not been cut down, thoro is no necessity 
for offering inducements to cadets to resign. 
There are now ninety vacancies iu the rank 
of Second .Lieutenant. There aro only sixty 
cadets in the class which just graduated, BO 
that if they all refuse this inducement thoro 
will be nbout thirty vacancies yet to be 
filled with men who havo not had a milita- 
ry education.

THE CATTLE PLAGUE,—Tho New 
York 


Tribune gives a full history of the cattle 
plague, known as the plenro-pnoumonia, 
aud'of its present prevalence in tho United 
States. 
It was first brought to this country 


from England as long ago as IS-i;( and haa 
never boon entirely stamped out since that 
date. 
There is none of it now in Massachu- 


setts or indeed north of Connecticut, where 
thoro is very little, but it extends from Con- 
necticut to North Carolina in spots and 
inward MOO miles. Just now tho authori- 
ties of New York and Now Jersey aro 
making strenuous efforts to got rid of 
it, but in Maryland, Pennsylvania and Vir- 
ginia no efforts are being mado to get rid of 
so fatal a disease. 
Tho danger of it can bo 


appreciated when it is known that tho 
more taking of a car to tho West in which 
animals having this 
discaso havo been 


shipped is suflloieut to infect any animals 
that^nay como in contact with it. 
The 


wonder i.l that whon so many line animaia 
ha've benii sold to tho West by New York, 
Pennsylvania, etc., tho disease has not 
reached that section. 
This remark should 


aflrvo as a caution to New England stock 
growers to beware of purchasing in locali- 
ties whero tho disease has been discovered. 


THE PENNY-A-LINEU. 


Thero is a rathor serious complication in 


connection with tho will of Thomas H. 
Powers, tho rich quinine manufacturer of 
Philadelphia. lie cave liberally to mnny 
churches. 
He built tho largest and finest 


church that any congregation of tho Ite- 
forined branch of tho Protestant Episcopa- 
lenn denomination worships in, at tho oor. 
nor of Twenty-second aud Chestnut streets, 
in Philadelphia, and ho aided in building 
every other church building or buying every 
other church which the denomination owns. 
Whon ho died, many of his groat schemes 
of building up churches had not been con- 
summated, and the will does not give ex- 
plicit directions as to his wishes in this re- 
spect. 
Therefore tho Church at largo finds 


itself indebted to tho estate for more than 
one hundred thousand dollars, and burdened 
for tho want of several hundred thousand 
dollars more confidently expected from the 
same sourco, and without means to raise the 
money or to pay what it owes tho estate. 
On tho other hand, tho executors and trus- 
tees find themselves called upon by law to 
collect this amount and to hold it in trust 
for Mr. Powcrs's grandchildren, as directed 
by tho will.

Ruperintondont of pawnbrokers received 
from Now York n description of tho proper- 
ty, and this sot was found by Iho officer iu 
a pawnbroker's shop in this city. 
The 


pawnbroker furnished tho officers with n 
description of tho party who pawned it. 
Tho fioarcb, which was then commoiiceu, 
•oronled tho fai;t that the negro Cox, after 
gottinfj rid of tho jewelry, wont to Now 
York and remained there two or throo days, 
and in tho meantime mado some alteration 
in tho character und color of his clothing. 
Mr. W. II. Jialeh, a newspaper reporter, 
obtained a description of this man and 
yesterday ovoning, while walking along 
Shawinut avenue, ho observed a colored 
man in front of him iu company with an- 
other man, and tho appooranco of tho negro 
impressed Mr. Balch as very much in 
accord with tho description 
that 
had 


been given by tho 
pawnbroker of tho 


man who pledged tho camoos. 
After a 


careful observance, ilr. I3alch approached 
and inquired if ho could direct him to 3!uu- 
l;er Hill street, and the negro responded 
that ho could not, as ho was a stranger hero 
from New York. 
Mr. Balch watched until 


ho sa~ hira niter a colored church ami then 
hastened to inform tho police authorities, 
who sent a detail of officers and made tho 
important arrest. 


Cos mado no resistnncs, but went quietly 


to the police station, where he was searched, 
and .Mrs. Hull's watch was found on him 
and thoroughly 
identified. 
Ha was not 


reticent, and said in answer to questions 
that ho had lived for a long time opposite 
Mrs. Hull's house, and at the time of the 
robbery he entered through tho lower win- 
dows 
and

room. 
Ho further said that his purpose 


was robbery alone, aud ho did not intend 
to kill ber. 


THE 6TOI1I OF T1IF. MURDER. 


Tho negro has appeared very calm aud in- 


different and lias talked without much hesi- 
tation In giving the details of his crime. 
Ho went homo on tho evening of the uight 
on which Mrs. Hull was murdered, at six 
o'clock, and remained in the house where bo 
was employed until ID o'clock, when bo 
went out again. 
Ho had a key for tho door 


of tho Hull house, but ho was unable to 
make it fit, and consequently ho rained tho 
window in tho lower story und fastened it 
up so as to provide for himself an easy 
moans uf nifuiing iiis cheaps :'rc:r. His house. 
Ho had a canillo with him. On ascending 
tho stoirs bo hoard some one more, and 
thought it was a man. 
Ho blew tho candle 


out, walked into Hie room and stopped up 
to tho side of tho bed. Mrs. Hull awaking 
asked, 
"Who 
in it':" 
"Tho 
doctor," 


replied 
the 
negro. 
She 
put 
her 


hand 
up and 
touched his face as be 


was standing close to the bed. Tho robber 
throw hor hand back so that she could not 
touch him, at the same time laying bis 
hand heavily over her mouth. 
Ho then got 


hold of tho cologne hottlo and dashed co- 
logno into Iho faco of thostrugglingwouian, 
after which ho got upon tho bed and mado 
a gig nf lll° bed clothing. She was by this 
timo in an exhausted condition, and bo tied 
her in tho manner in which sho was found 
tho morning after her murder. 


Afterwards, Uox relates, bo relighted tho 


oandlo, and holding it close to her faco the 
cologne ignited, which accounts 
for tbo 


singeing of tho oyebrows and other burns 
on tho person of tho murdered woman. 
Tbo robbery was then committed, and tho 
robber made his escape soon leaving New 
York for Boston. 


Ho repeats his statement that ho had no 


other motive than robbery in tbo assault 
that ho mado. Tho police authorities hero 
do not think there is anything of tho reck, 
less bravado about tho uORro, but on the 
contrary that ho is very cowardly. Ho is a 
native of Powhattan county, Virginia, and 
is about :!L' years of ago. llo bos been stop- 
ping at No. 12 Orovo street while iu this 
city, at tho house of a Mrs. .Uiggs, and it 
was his intention to go to Providence imme- 
diately and endeavor to got a berth as cook 
on some foreign-bound vessel. 


THE BTOI.KN PKOPEKTY FOUND. 


In addition to tho watch which Cox had 


on him when arrested, and which was im. 
mediately identified by tho initials, tho 
words "Christmas, 1S7S," and other marks, 
ho also had tho Mosaic ring, ornamented 
with tbo figure of a girl, which has boon de- 
scribed frequently since the murder.

a negro, 
and tho two were conversing 


in an animated tone. When ho reached 
tho church, Mr. Balch fooling convinced

.-^=ri=r=. v.-hnn a telegram wn« sent for a 
s'qniul of policemen to repair to tbo church. 
Mr. Balch before their arrival, howovfir, 
sought Detective Wood, and that officer 
placed his hand on tho murderer's shoul- 
der as ho camo from tho church and in- 
formed him that bo must accompany him 
to tho police station. The squad of polico- 
mon followed n short distance in tho rear. 


Tho authorities hero havo boon actively 


on tho search among tho pawnbroker nhops 
and in.other places for any link that would 
furnish tho slightest clue to thogroatcrime. 
Mr. lialch .roomed to havo an intuition, 
whon ho saw tho man, that ho was tho mnr- 
dcror, and walked past him two or throo 
times, in order to salisfj' himself that ho 
was on n good trail. Tho negro was then 
clad in (Moroni apparel from that des- 
cribed by tho pawnbroker to whom ho 
pledged tho nninoo sot of joivolry.

OOUNTUY, 
and but for tho absolutely accidental dis- 
covery of him in tho stroot would havn had 
a fair olmnco of carrying out his design. 
There ifl nothing to iiullcntu that lin had 
any accomplice or confidant in tho orlmo, 
but lie committed Iho entire outrage him- 
self. 
When Mm. Hull mndo 11 motion as if 


to rlno from hor liocl hn throw liln weight 
upon hor and forced her down, 
llo in oleftr 


and commoted In the statements ho mado, 


and evidently has a perfectly minute recol- 
lection of (he event') of Iho night of tho 
murder.
